Paris, Aug. 12.—The French troops 
along the entire front are In contact 
with the Germans.

ed the French on Monday evening. 
The French, reinforced by reserves, 
then took the offensive and repulsed 
the Germans with considerable losses. 


A German battery was destroyed by 
the French artillery fire and another 
was captured-"with three Gatiing guns 
and ammunition. 


A regiment of German cavalry suf­ 
fered seriously.

Near Moncel a German battalion 
with artillery was repulsed. The Ger­ 
man losses are said to have been 
heavy. 
The village of Lagarde, in German 
territory, was taken by the French at 
the point of the bayonet. 
German forces appeared at Longwy 
and demanded the surrender of the 
town, which was refused. 
There has been no undue excite­ 
ment in Paris over the reported losses 
or victories to French arms. 
There 
have been painful scenes, how-ever, 
around the ministry of war on the 
news of engagements. 
Great crowds 
of relatives of soldiers have been 
seeking names of those killed or 
wounded. No lists have been publish­ 
ed.

Support by Congress— Many Senators 
at Home 
Mending Political 
Fences, 
but Majority Stay In W ashington and 
A ssist In Completing Program.

Washington, 
Aug. 
12.—[Special.]— 
Quarrel as much as men may among 
themselves or in partisan contests, it 
is found that complete unity follows 
any danger to the country. 
Whether 
it be war or financial difficulties, it is 
found that the parties and factions in 
congress unite when tile safety of the 
country is concerned. 
This is a good thing, for it shows 
that patriotism is still stronger than 
politics. 
Without a dissenting vote 
congress voted $50,000,000 for the na­ 
tional defense at the beginning of the 
war with Spain, and with little dis­ 
sent congress recently passed an emer­ 
gency measure in order to protect the 
financial interests and credit of the 
country. 


Not All “Fence Mending.” 
Not all senators or representatives 
whose seats are in danger have been 
away “fence mending'' during the long 
drawn out session of congrees. 
This 
is more noticeable in the senate than 
in the bouse, for the house members 
have slipped away frequently to look 
after their interests In the primaries 
■and to fix up serious situations. 
In the 
senate there are quite a number of men 
whose elections are said to be in 
jeopardy 
who remain faithfully at 
their posts and do not intend to leave 
Washington until congress adjourns. 


Thom as and the Absentees. 
Senator Thomas of Colorado was 
making a speech to a senate that was 
practically empty, and Senator Stone 
of Missouri expressed the regret that 
tile Republicans, who had so often 
pointed out that the Democrats did not 
listen to their speeches, would absent 
themselves during the speech of the 
senator from Colorado. 
“It is too much to expect senators 
to remain in this chamber when what 
we call debate is proceeding,’’ replied 
Thomas. 
“W e are apt on both shies 
to seek seclusion, if not the protection 
of the cloakrooms, responding only 
when a roll call is demanded.’.* Ile ex­ 
pressed his regret that the Republicans 
were not listening to him, but be said 
(hat be often had lx*eu absent himself 
when senators on the Republican side 
were talking, 


An All Around Lawyer. 
A senator on the Republican side, 
discussing the capabilities of senators 
in general, said: 
“Clarke of Arkansas 
is the best lawyer in the senate, 
lie 
may not be us profound on constitiv 
t Iona I law as some of the other sena­ 
tors. but he is an all around lawyer, 
knowing the law from one end to the I 
other. 
I consider him tile best man in i 
the senate.’’ 
Ile went on to say that the Arkau [ 
sus senator did not take as active a part , 
in the debates or in the senate pro­ 
ceedings as some and frequently be- 
came disgusted with the long drawn ' 
out debates and discussions and ab­ 
sented himself on that account, but in ; 
the committee room and in tile senate 
I 
when legal questions were considered 
be showed his ability as a lawyer. 


Platform Stealing. 
Some years ago Theodore Roosevelt 
was charged with stealing the planks 
of the Democratic platform, particu* j 
larly those which had been put in by 
William 
J. 
Bryan. 
Discussing 
the 1 
trade commission bill in the senate, i 
Senator Thomas of Colorado quoted j 
from features of the bill and from the I 
Republican platform and then added: 
“The senator from Nevada has per­ 
haps gone to the Republican platform 
In order to get a name for his com­ 
mission. 
We have gone to the Re­ 
publican platform for the name of our 
commission and to the Progressive 
platform for the substance of It.’’ 
Then Senator Clapp of Minnesota 
said that, having known Newlands for 
nearly twelve years, lie must acquit 
him of having taken anything from 
anybody’s platform, as he had* intro­ 
duced a similar bill nearly twelve years 
ago. 
Newlands responded that he laid no 
particular pride in the authorship of 
the legislation, but was willing to go 
to any platform to get good material 
for legislation. 
It reminded me of the time when 
Roosevelt 
was accused of platform 
stealing, and he quoted a celebrated 
author who was accused of plagiaris­ 
ing by saying.
